ETTERS from Wilna of the 15th of 
Month, tell us they had no otter 
News at that Time from the King of 
y Sweden, than thai he was advancing to- 
| wards the Boryfthenes. So great a Num- 
ber of Soldiers, who were rais’d in Saxony, Silefia, 
and Pruffia, deferied ; that that Prisce had been 
oblig’d to fend to the Magifrates of Wiloa,an Ordi- 
nance, which was publifh’d, by which the entertain- 
ing, harbouring, or favouring Delerters is ftridtly 
forbidden 3 and 60 Crowns promi*'d for every Man 
that fhould be brought back to the Army. The 
King of Sweden bad difmifs'd from his Army all 
Women, fending them back to Minsk, thence to be 
conducted to the Frontier by the Troops of M. Ur- 
banowicz. Several Jews foliow’d the Army, aod 
difcover’d to the Swedes the Places where the No- 
bility had conceal’d their beft Effects and Provifions. 
The Army of Lithuania is at Brofiowice, whence 
Prince Sapieha Palatine of Wilna, and the new 
great General, are gone to confer with the Palatine 
of Podlachia. ’Tis advis’d from Villanova the 27th 
of July, that they were in a great Confterftation 
at Warfaw, becaufe the Plague had not only {pread 
into that City, iis Suburbs, and the Neighbouring 
Places; but had Penerrated on this fide the Viftula 
to Novemiafto,in the Palatinare of Rava; and on ibe 
other fide of that River towards Narew, to Pultausk, 
Serock, and Prafmycz; fo that the Troops of the 
Palatine of Kiovia bac revir'd scwads the Palatinate 
of Plockn.. The Palatice of Selz leaving Nifco on 
Sen, artiv’d the 2rft-paft ac Goray, the 22d at Sce- 
brezin, near Zamofcia, and thence advanc’d with 
the whole Confederate Army towards Tarnagora. 
M. Ry byrski march’d the fame Way the 24th, with 
the Troops he commands, to which 32 Polifh En- 
figns are joyn’d. M. Méieczinski Treafurer of the 
Court of the Kingdom, march’d alfo with 36 Po- 
lih Enfigns, and 1000 Horfe or Dragoons, towards 
Braefcie on the Boug, to diflodge from thenc a De- 
tachment. of the Troops of Lithuania. They 
write from Lemberg the 18:h paft, that they were 
exiremely afraid the Plague would fpread thither, 
by the great Concourfe of People which retir’d thi- 
ther from Warfaw and other infected Places, and 
therefore they were refus'd Entrance into the City 
or Suburbs. The Magiftrates have plac’d Guards 
at all the Paflages, and publith’d an Ordinance, for- 
bidding all Perfons to enter without Certificates that 
they are free from any contsgious Diftemper, on 
painof Death; and caus’d Gibbets to be erected to 
punith Offenders. Count Tarlo, Marfhal of the 
Court of the Kingdom, Envoy to the Porte from 
King Staniflaus, was according to the laft Advices 
at Bender on the Neifter.
